An exceedingly delightful and 
most finished entertainment of Gul- 
lah Negro life was presented with 
the fire of genius by Miss Anne Frier- 
son, brilliant young southern play- 
wright, in the Clarke college audi- 
torium Monday evening at 8:00 
e’clock. 

Miss Frierson gave a drama of the 
Gullah in story and song. Her read- 
ings, songs and explanations vi- 
brated with the ardor of the Gullah 
Negro. Her work is original, it is 
a true picture of the primitive peo- 
ple. The story is simple because it 
is of simple folk, beautiful and ugly, 
stark yet spiritual. She pictures the 
romance, the music of their sculs, 
their religious fervor backed by faith. 

Negro Music

Dr. Anne Nicholson 
Speaks At Clarke 


On Social Service 





Social service in its three phases, 
medial, preventive, and construct- 
ive, was effectively explained by Dr. 
Anne Nicholson in a lecture in the 
Clarke college auditcrium, Tuesday 
morning at 11:00. Rev. Edward A. 
Fitzgerald introduced the speaker as 
a woman nationally known in the 
field of sociology. 


Dr. Nicholson has recently com- 
pleted a tour of the Dubuque arch- 
diocese. She is interested in the 
organization ef the National Council 
of Catholic Women in the arch- 
diocese, This council codperates with 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, which deais with the ques- 
tions of social need. 
Social Service 

Social service is generally thought 
of as service te the handicapped, 
physically, mentally or economically. 
Three phases of social service are: 
remedial, preventive and construct- 
ive. 

The speaker explained the origin 
and the workings of the National 
Catholic Women’s Council in partic- 
ular, stressing the fact that the one 
hundred and five archbishops and 
bishops of the United States are 
back of the movement and that it 
has the hearty approval of the Hely 
Father who in his Encyclicals con- 
stantly points out the urgent need of 
“United Catholic Action” if civiliza- 
tion is to be saved.

The Catholic Press 


HERE is, at the present time, a 

tendency on the part of Catholics 
to neglect their literature and their 
news publications. This is not due to 
any shortage of good Catholic litera- 
ture, for of such there is plenty. While 
we are not at present suffering from 
the lack of Catholic authors still the 
field is not over-crowded; and we do 
need to emphasize to our Catholic 
Youth the importance of journalism 
as a profitable career. 


It is a duty to loyally support our 
press and earnestly encourage Catholic 
youth to partake of the benefits, both 
spiritual and temporal, that are inher- 
ent in Catholic journalism. The time 
is here when the thing most needed 
to insure a great success for Catholic 
journalism in the United States is the 
popular support of our newspapers and 
magazines, manifested in a consider- 
able growth in the number of subscrib- 
ers and of advertisers. 


No time is more favorable for the 
consideration of the possibilities of the 
Catholic press than the present. Real- 
ly great events have occurred within 
the past year in the arena of world de- 
bate between Christianity and pagan- 
ism, which prove how supremely im- 
portant are the agencies of Catholic 
publicity when they are applied on a 
scale commensurate with modern 
methods and modern needs. 

There may be opposition to the view 
that such events create a favorable at- 
mosphere of inspiration and general 
attention for the work of the Catholic 
press, It may even be said, on the 
contrary, that the readiness shown by 
the general press and other great 
agencies of publicity, among which 
radio broadcasting stands easily first, 
tends to prove that strictly Catholic 
papers are practically unnecessary. It 
has even been suggested that instead 
of building up our Catholic press, a

SPRING walks over the Jand again 

and before her graceful step all 
things are made new,—heaven and 
earth and our own selves. ‘There is 
the fresh charm of green hills with 
golden sunshine playing over them. 
There is a new blue in the April sky 
and the air is glad again with fresh 
spring winds and __half-forgotten 
melody. 

This wonder of newness does not 
leave us untouched who see the beauty 
of Spring, who breathe its freshness 
and hear its melody. The wonder of 
April days and moonlit April nights 
works its magic as surely in our 
hearts. Memories stir of other springs 
and in the tide of memory are recre- 
ated the dreams and the belief of those 
dead Aprils; all that we once aspired 
to be and then despaired of again 
seems possible. The path that seemed 
too overgrown for us to find our way 
along it is clearer now and the en- 
tanglements heavy with the scent of 
lilacs. 

If the world that was so gray and 
dull can send out of its own heart this 
new wonder of beauty and power sure- 
ly we can trust that in ourselves are 
potencies of all that we desire, that 
we, each in her own April, will real- 
ize herself. With this new confidence 
there is a new joy in living, new en- 
thusiasm for each venture, for each de- 
tail of every day may in some strange 
way be leading to that ultimate ful- 
fillment. 

In this golden weather we can be- 
lieve all things. Spring, the master 
teacher can dispel in one day of wind 
and sun a winter’s doubts and teach 
a new philosophy; if we would be 
more perfect pupils, we might learn 
so well that we would remember her 
lesson through the succeeding seasons 
of autumnal decay and winter bleak- 
ness, 
and the new earth that April opened 
before our marvelling eyes we will re- 
member the far desires that seemed 
possible to us when the wind of Spring 
was blowing. Remembering this we 
might remember too what we know in 
April—that we will achieve all that we 
desire; for we will know always that 
April is coming and that with April the 
world will be recreated with new beau- 
ty and our hearts with new enthus- 
iasm. T'or it is the season of the Ris- 
en Life. 





far less expensive way of reaching the 
Catholic laity would be to purchase 
space in secular papers already estab- 
lished for the publication of articles 
of interest to Catholics. But this solu- 
tion would soon be proved unsatisfac- 
tory if exposed to the light of deeper 
than surface thinking. However, so 
long as Catholic leaders take the view 
that space in secular papers is suffic- 
ient to meet all needs, so much long- 
er must we wait for the long overdue 
Catholic dailies. 

Catholics do not lack talent, they 
do not lack means, they do not lack 
prestige or numbers sufficient to war- 
rant the establishing of a string of 
dailies. There are many Catholic 
journalists eager to work on Catholic 
papers, and there are thousands of 
Catholics willing to support such pub- 
lications. But it is never to be for- 
gotten that the publication of a paper 
is primarily a business venture, and the 
attempt to conduct such proposition 
on any basis other than strictly busi- 
ness is foredoomed to failure. The 
Catholic paper that sells on its merits 
has achieved success in every sense of 
the term.

The Natatorium 


The natatorium of which Clarke oot 
has every good reason to be eh ea 
spacious room with wainscoting an et 
area of ceramic tile of nile green. Sele 
arched spans extending the entire vibes 
of the celling form an artistic decoration 
the restful green color scheme. eee 
every other one of the spans are suEpeD 
two amber colored chandeliers, These in 
addition to five large Gothic windows of 
amber glass furnish ample light. 


The pool which is of regulation size occu- 
pies the center of the room, on one side of 
it being three tiers of bleachers constructed 
of ceramic tile and marked off by brass 
rods, The tank itself has a shallow water 
level of four feet which increases to a ten- 
foot range. The walls and bottom of the 
pool are lined with white vitreous, unglazed 
ceramic tile, and the water markers are of 
black glazed ceramic, 


At the ends of the pool where the swim- 
mers enter, are a number of small steps 
cut into the sides of the tank, making it 
easier for the individual to descend into the 
water, and ascend from it. Among other 
modern devices in the equipment of the 
natatorium, are a violet ray sterilizing ap- 
paratus, an automatic temperature gauge 
and a Hill standard diving board. For the 
enjoyment of the bathers, the Natatorium 
is further provided with “play-time” equip- 
ment, such as rubber horses, balls, paddles 
and other accessories, 


Adjoining the natatorium are the in- 
structors’ rooms, showers, lockers, electric 
shampoo ‘and clothes driers. These rooms 
are also constructed of the same green 
ceramic tile. which gives such a pleasing 
and restful effect to the natatorium proper. 
In design, they follow the same general 
plan as has been applied in the largest 
room, 


The pool is open not only to the students 
of the college, but to the girls and women 
of the city as well. The presentation of a 
health certificate is one of the first steps 
when arrangements are being made for 
swimming lessons. 


Individual and group lessons in swimming 
are offered. The matter for the lessons is 
divided into two sections, the first including 
the “dog-paddle stroke”, floating, and vari- 
ous other strokes. The second section 
treats of diving and lifesaving methods. An 
officialized and experienced instructor has 
charge of both the private pupils and the 
various groups,
